— He was never bap- 
tiſed, but I had a Commiſſion from his Maſter, who ſeemed 
much affected at his Death, to inſtruct, and baptiſe him, if 
it had pleaſed the Moſt High that he ſhould recover ; but 
Gop ſaw fit to order it otherwiſe.

April 8. Went on board the Lightfoot and Amy, and preached 
to the Soldiers of each Ship, dined with Colonel C. who 
continues extreamly civil, and at my Return found the Sick 
encreaſe upon my Hands. But few in the Ship eſcape. The 
Good LORD make all their Beds in their Sickneſs, 5. 

Had much of the Preſence of Gop with me to-day. 
The; Heat uncommonly temperate as it has been for ſome 
time, and the Ship failed all Day, as tho' ſhe was carried on 
the Wings of the Wind. Preached two Sermons beſides 
and I hope Gop ſet 
his Seal to them. Was well pleaſed to hear by my Friend 
H. (who is very active in carrying things to the Sick) that 


the poor People between Decks prayed heartily for me. 


And now indeed we live more comfortably in the great 
Cabin than can eaſily be imagined. We talk of little elſe 
but Gop and CHRIST. Gop has greatly bleſſed the Coun-

Alas how did his Breaſt heave, his Heart pant, and 
great Drops of Sweat trickle down his Face! his Eyes 
looked ghaſtly, and the whole Man was in a bitter Agony. 
Captain V. went down between Decks with me once or 
twice to ſee him. And TI uſed the laft Prayer ſeveral times. 
About Nine at Night he expited I fear without Hepe, for he 
killed himſelf by drinking. Oh that all Druntards would 
learn from him to be wiſe in | Hime, and practically conſeder heir 
latter End! 

Abril 15. This 0 I buried the dead Soldier in time 
of public Prayers, choſe proper Leſſons, and.gave the Soldiers 
a ſuitable Exhortation; but I was fo affected with a Senſe of 
the Miſery of fallen Man, that I could not ſpeak with my 
uſual Vigour. 

To-day was called in a hurry to pray y by one of the de- 
vout Soldiers who came from Gibraliar, and who was ſuppoſed 
to be expiring. I came, [I ſaw] and rejoiced in Spirit, for his 
Soul ſeemed full of Gop. Inftead of being affrighted at the Ap- 
proacn of the K ing of Terrors he welcomed It, and ſaid he 
was going to his dear Red; emer; then he fell as it were into

he fouriſbes 
for a little while, but when once Death cometh how quickly is 
his Beauly gone! A Chriſtian may learn a Leſſon of Inſtructi- 
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a Trance, and poured out his Heart in repeating ſome very 
applicable Verſes out of the P/alms. Upon which we thought” 
he would have died: But lo! Gop brought him from the 
nethermoſt Hell. From that Inftant the Fever left him, 
and he recovered.

Exerciſed a little Diſcipline this Evening on a Boy, whom 
Captain M. took notice of above a Week ago for behaving 
ill at Church, and ſaid he would deliver him up to me: I 
therefore, by the Advice of his Maſter, ordered him to be 

tied, *till he could fay the 51* Palm, which he repeated 
to- night very ſolemnly in the midſt of the Congregation. 
May it be a Warning to him for the future ! 

Sunday, April 16. Read Prayers and expounded at Six in 
and preached to my own People: Then went 
and preached on board the Light foot; and itterwards dined, 
read Prayers, and preached on board the Amy : Returned a- 
bout Five in the Evening to the Mhitater; read Prayers and 


{ preached, viſited the Sick, and went to Bed bleſing Goo 


for the Strength of the Day. All the Officers continue ex- 
tremely kind, and ſeem ſtudious to oblige me all they can. 
The Good LORD reward them a thouſand Fold ! 

This Evening I was ſent for by a Sailor, who has been the 
moſt remarkable Swearer on board; and whom in an eſpe- 


liered Gop would remarkably vifit him, as well as the others: 
He laughed, and faid ne hoped not. But to-night he ſent 
for me, trembling, and burning with a Fever, told me what 
grievous Sins he had been ouilty of, and prayed moſt fervent- 
ly for Repentance. Two or three of the ſame Stamp have 
been taken in the ſame Manner. GOD grant they may flee 
rom the Mratb to come] Sinners muiſd either bend or break, 
Tueſday, April 18. Was greatly delighted in ſeeing two 
Warer-ſpouts, which ran along for ſeveral Miles, and by the 
eſpecial Providence of Go caps d us. We ſaw one of 
them coming, and were ſurpriſed to oblerve a ſudden Calm 
for about fix Minutes round tue Whitaker, when the other 
Parts of the Sea boiled like a Pot. But ſurely the Everleſt- 
ing I 447 faic to the Sea at that Inſtant, Let there be à Calm 
in that Piace : For by that Means our Ship was immediate! 
ſtopped in her Courſe, and ſo the Water-ſpout paſſed by he- 


tore we came up to it; otherwiſe it would: have torn our

ſeveral ſaid, they never beheld the like before. Oh how does

us, which afforded me glorious Matter for adoring that 
great good Gop, whom Winds and Storms obey. The Sai- 
lors were in great Hurry and Confufion, but to my Comfort 


not one ſingle Oath was heard all the while: A Proof this, 
that Sailors may pull their Ropes without Swearing, and that 


the Words ſpoken to them have not en fallen to the 
Ground: Ble/jed be GOD / 


Saturday, April 22. Fled as it were on the Wings of the 
Wind for three Days paſt, failing ſometimes an hundred and 


ſeventy, ſometimes an hundred and eighty Miles in twenty 


four Hours. I find that Gop generally ſends us ſtrongeſt 


Winds, when neareſt our Port. May J learn from hence | 
Leſſon of Inſtruction; and the nearer J come to my Haven of 


eter nal Reſt, the quicker may I move ! 


Spent moſt of theſe Days in writing to my dear Friends i in 


England, and in particular Supplication for Direction how to 


act in the Land whither I am going. The Thoughts of my 


own Weakneſs, and the Greatneſs of thoſe Trials which 
I muſt neceſſarily meet with, fill me with a holy Fear. But 


wherefore ao I fear? The Eternal Almighty I AM hath and 


will no doubt protect me. 


Sunday, April 23. Preached twice to my People to-day, 
and ſpent moſt of the reſt of the Day in earneſt Prayer for 
the Divine Aſſiſtance in my preſent Undertaking, being, as 
we imagined near the Haven where we would be. The 
Morning Leſſons were exceeding applicable, ſo that we 
could not help _ notice of it. By this I know GOD 
auours me. 

Monday, May 1. This craig went out upon Deck; 
after being confined to my Bed a Week by a violent Fever, 
with which all except three or four in the Ship have been vi- 
fited. I was blooded thrice, and bliſtered and vomited once, 
and, Bleſſed be Gop! can ſay, It is good for me that I have been 
afflified : For as Afflictions abounded, Conſolations much 
more abounded ; and Gop enabled me to rejoice with Joy 
unſpeakable and full of Glory. Satan deſired to have me to 
fiſt me as Wheat, but JESUS CaRIsT prayed for me, and 
my Faith failed not. I had all the Conveniences I could 
have on Shore: Capt. W. reſigned his own Bed to me: 7. = 
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ond Friend H. ſat up with me every Night; and nothing 
was wanting to make my Sickneſs comberebla and eaſy. 


Bleſſed be GOD for theſe abunaant Mercies in CH RIST 


ESUS! 

I hope I ſhall now experimentally ſympathiſe with thoſe 
that are fick, and learn to be more tender-hearted to my Fel- 
low Chriſtians. I am now made Whole: May I ſin no more, 
de more fervent in Spirit, . the Lord! lj a worſe Evil 
befal me. 

Friday, May 5. About Ten o' clock this Morning buried 
the Cook of the Ship, who expired laſt Night. I could 
have wiſhed for a hundred Tongues to have ſounded a loud 
Alarm to the People; but the Sight of the Corpſe, and the 
Weakneſs of my 005, would but juſt permit me to read 
out the Office. "LORD, what is Man ? Oh why are others 
taken and I left, but that Gop's long Suffering. ſhould lead 
me to Repentance | ? Grant it, O LORD, for thy dear Son's

In the Afternoon I privately baptized a new- born Infant. 
Thus it is, ſome coming into the World, others going out

This Afternoon, after baying lain about a Week on this 
Coaſt, we ſaw Savannah River, and ſent off for a Pilot. 
Oh what Joy appeared in every one's Countenance ! How

having paſſed through the Waves of this troubleſome World, 
they arrive at the Haven of everlaſting Reſt? Haſten, O

Sunday, May 7. Laſt Night, by the Bleſſing of Gop, we 
caſt Anchor near 7555 Iſland about fourteen Miles off Savan- 
nah; and to-day Gop gave me Strength to preach my Fare- 
well Sermon, (which I have ſent you, ) at which many wept. 3 
After this, I took Boat with my Friend H. and arrived 
fafe at Savannah, having a moſt pleaſant Paſſage, about Seven 
in the Evening. How: Gon is pleaſed to deal with me there, 
Tl endeavour to inform you hereafter. 
In the mean while, fail not to give Thanks for the Mer- 
cies I have received. Though we have had a long, yet it has 
been an exceeding pleaſant Voyage. Gap, in "Compaſſion
